CHARLES  CONDER 

ENGLISH,  1868-1909 

Charles  Conder  is  the  modern  master  of  the  fan.  His  intuitive  un- 
derstanding of  Eighteenth  Century  France,  his  Goyaesque  humor 
and  lightness  of  fantasy,  seem  to  have  suggested  the  volatile 
fan  as  a  medium  of  expression.  The  sources  of  Conder's  inspira- 
tion have  been  found  in  the  arts  of  the  great  draftsmen  of  two 
centuries.  Names  of  masters  strangely  heterogeneous  in  their 
tendencies,  such  as  Watteau,  Debucourt,  Degas,  Monet, 
Toulouse-Lautrec,  Monticello,  Whistler  and  Beardsley,  have  of- 
ten been  quoted  as  having  exerted  great  influence  on  Conder's 
art.  His  early  life  in  India  and  Australia,  his  affectionate  love 
of  Paris  and  his  English  soul,  sensuous,  but  not  sensual,  explain 
the  delicately  exalted  charm  of  his  drawing.
